Although the number of teachers more 
than doubled in the years between 1946 
and 1968, the percent teaching on emer- 
gency certificates* was cut almost two- 
thirds. However, some recent studies of 
large urban school systems indicate that 
the percent of substandard teachers in 
inner-city schools is much higher than the 
current national average of 5.6. 



‘Presently, most of those who are considered 
to be emergency teachers would have been 
considered fully qualified a Jew years ago.
